Memorial march draws 
thousands in tribute to 
fallen police officers

Children played on a patch of grass in the 
shadow of Soldier Field until the sound of 
bagpipes to the north drew their attention, 
and that of their parents. 

“C’mon, c’mon!” one woman said, nudging 
a child as the pipes approached, escorted by 
police officers on motorcycles and flanked by 
thousands of Chicago police officers. “Daddy’s 
coming,” another woman said to her child. 

Once a year the officers in Chicago—along 
with some from Cook County and a handful 
from the New York Police Department— 
march past the Gold Star Families Memorial 
and Park at the lakefront near 18th Street. The 
park features a wall memorializing officers 
who died in the line of duty. 

And though the parade, called the St. Jude 
Police Memorial March, is open to the public, 
it exists for police officers scattered across 
22 patrol districts, three detective divisions 
and dozens of smaller units to honor their 


colleagues killed in the line of duty. 

When an officer dies, his surviving kin 
becomes a Gold Star family. Similar to the 
way military families honor soldiers killed 
in the line of duty, officers’ families honor 
their loved ones with flags bearing a single 
gold star. 

While the St. Jude Police Memorial 
March usually doesn’t draw many members 
of the public and police often outnumber 
family, the parade serves as a reunion for 
officers scattered across the city who once 
shared a watch. 

On Sunday, though, it seemed there were 
more children than adults. Some wore dress 
coats bearing a Chicago Police Department 
patch, a miniature version of the formal dress 
or “Class A” uniform the thousands of officers 
wore for the parade. 

Even many of the pets wore checkered 
collars, like the band around the crown covers 
worn by officers. 

Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy, 
Cook County Board President ‘Toni 
Preckwinkle and Cook County State’s 
Attorney Anita Alvarez watched from a 
viewing stand.

The bridal 
bamboozle 


Deeply discounted 
wedding gowns can 
be gorgeous—or fakes

Christine Stachurski said yes to the dress — 
and then the dress turned out to be a fake. 

“You get this thing in the back of your mind 
that says it’s probably too good to be true and 
I should have listened to it,” said Stachurski, 
37, of Fontana, Calif. 

Stachurski had been duped in a way that is 
becoming more common as consumers order 
discount dresses for weddings, proms and 
other special occasions online. 

The dresses don’t come cheap, so it’s easy 
to understand the drive to find a bargain. The 
average wedding dress cost is now $1,281, 
according to a survey of 13,000 brides and 
grooms released in March by theknot.com. 
Dresses that cost more than $3,000 are not 
unusual, and prices can go far higher. 

Those who want to pay less go can go to 
a well-established U.S. retailer with an online 
presence, like David’s Bridal, or sites that 
sell used couture, including tradesy.com, 
nearlynewlywed.com and oncewed.com. 
You can also go to a well-regarded local con- 
signment shop. 

But many shoppers are falling prey to coun- 
terfeiters operating through foreign-owned 
websites. An estimated 600,000 dresses were 
illegally sold in the United States last year, ac- 
cording to the American Bridal and Prom In- 
dustry Association, a trade group. 

Stachurski and her fiance were in the bar- 
gain market because they wanted to keep 
their beach wedding a low-budget affair. 
When she found the perfect dress for $136, 
she felt lucky. It even arrived on time.

HOW TO SPOT A FAKE 

» Warning signs abound for dresses that 
are fakes. Seeing a big discount on a name- 
brand dress, or promises of inexpensive 
custom orders, are the biggest warning 
signs. Wedding dress prices are largely 
controlled by the makers and distributors, 
industry officials say. 


» Before ordering, be sure the site or re- 
tailer is on a list of authorized sellers of the 
dress manufacturer, the bridal association 
recommends. Consumers can also check 
reviews posted to the Better Business 
Bureau site (BBB.org) or to forums such as 
ripoffreport.com and sitejabber.com. 


» Be sure of the origins of the site. 
Consumers have far more protection 
when buying from U.S. vendors. Nearly 
every site on the bridal association’s watch 
list is based in China, says Roanna Rose, 
owner of TJ Formal in Joplin, Mo. 


» Not everyone who buys a cheap dress 
online is getting scammed, Rose notes. 
She actually has had customers come to 
the store to ask to get measured so they 
could buy the cheap fake online. 


But once Stachurski opened the package, 
she found the dress was not only a wrinkled 
mess, but also was mis-sized, had raw edges, 
bunched up fabric and other obvious flaws. 
“As my fiance said, ‘It looked like a drunken 
monkey put it together with a stapler.’ ” 

After the seller, a China-based website, told 
her they would accept a return if she would 
pay the $90 shipping charge, PayPal agreed 
to refund the transaction. Stachurski ended 
up just going to the mall and buying a casual 
dress off the rack. An email from Reuters ask- 
ing the site to comment about the issues was 
not answered. 

Stories about brides scrambling after get-

ting a counterfeit dress are common, says 
Steve Lang, chief executive officer of the brid- 
al dress company Mon Cheri and president of 
the American Bridal and Prom Industry As- 
sociation. He often hears of broken-hearted 
brides and prom-goers, with tales not only of 
missed weddings or proms, but also people 
who have had their identities stolen and their 
credit ruined. 

‘A dress that sells for $2,500 you can order 
for $195 and you expect it to be the same? 
Horrific differences,” Lang said. 

The association has been aggressively pur- 
suing the counterfeit sites, winning a court 
order earlier this year that halted about 1,100

foreign-based sites and froze nearly $1 million 
in PayPal transactions alone, Lang says. 

The problem had been accelerating at a 
breakneck pace, says Roanna Rose, owner 
of TJ Formal in Joplin, Mo., who has been 
monitoring the scam sites for the association. 
When she first started keeping track in 2011, 
she had a list of about 150 suspected scam 
sites. The list now totals more than 7,000.

Baseball’s true believers

There are 2,430 baseball games in Major 
League Baseball’s regular season. At 3 hours per 
game, that’s about 304 days’ worth (7,290 hours) 
of watching TV packed into about six months. 

Two Chicago-area residents are undertak- 
ing that challenge. Cubs fan Michael Bolling 
and White Sox fan Stanten Jones uprooted 
their lives to move to New York in March af- 
ter they were among the eight fans selected to 
be part of this year’s MLB Fan Cave. 

Bolling, 23, was born on the West Side and 
has lived in the city his entire life. Jones, 23, is 
from the Homewood-Flossmoor area. He left 
his job at the Nike store on Michigan Avenue 
for the move. 

“I knew it was going to be great fun and 
{a} life-changing, a once-in-a-lifetime experi- 
ence, but my expectations have been blown 
out of the water,” Jones said. “It’s bigger and 
larger than life. It’s like baseball nirvana.” 

In addition to consuming every possible 
minute of baseball, Bolling and Jones spend a 
great deal of their time interacting with fans. 

“I would talk with a couple people through 
social media before this, but now [a lot more} 
people actually answer me,” Jones said. “I 
have a lot more interaction [on Twitter].”

The bulk of their work is done in front of the 
“Cave Monster,” a bank of 15 46-inch screens. 
When he’s not watching games, Bolling acts as 
a fan ambassador, leading tours of the Fan Cave. 

“Games start at 12 p.m. and end at 
2:30 a.m.,” said Bolling, who lives with the 
other cave dwellers in the SoHo neighbor 
hood, about a 10-minute walk from the Fan 
Cave. “The tours are on Fridays and week- 
ends, but there are so many TV screens. Ev- 
erywhere I look there’s a TV, so even if I take 
my eye off one TV, there’s another I can see.” 

Jones, meanwhile, studies the unusual con- 
cessions at each ballpark and tries to figure 
out ways to get those foods into the Cave, all 
while tweeting and blogging his progress. 

The Fan Cave opened in 2011, but this is 
the first year it has hosted the MTV2 show 
“Off The Bat.” The show strives to give fans 
an inside look into the lives of baseball play- 
ers off the field, and the cave dwellers are fea- 
tured in a short segment each episode. 

“It’s cool to connect with fans,” Bolling 
said. “The MLB uses them and us to connect 
with the world of pop culture and baseball. ... 
We’re not the stars of the show. It’s cool to in- 
teract with them.”

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When it comes to 
storytelling, breakout 
rapper YG believes in 
nothing but the truth

YG’s major-label debut, “My Krazy 
Life,” unfolds like an early John Single- 
ton film “Boyz n the Hood”), tracing a 
day in the life of the West Coast rapper 


as he crashes parties, fights with his 
girlfriend, burglarizes homes, is jailed 
for his crimes and, ultimately, apologiz- 
es to his mom for his misdeeds on the 
heartfelt track “Sorry Momma.” 

The album, which arrives awash in 
bouncing, ratchet beats courtesy of 
DJ Mustard, is far from some Holly- 
wood production, however. In a mid- 
April phone interview, the 24-year-old 
rapper repeatedly insisted, “All them 
stories are real.” 

“Tf the {listener} knows your story,” 
continued YG, born Keenon Jackson 
in Compton, Calif, “then they feel like 
they know you.” 


Is your life crazier now than it was during 
the years that inspired the songs on the 
album? 

My life is crazier since I dropped the 
album. Last year ... it wasn’t looking too 
good for me. You feel me? Things started 
happening, and now we’re doing the 
{bleep] we were hoping to do. [Bleep] is 
crazy. 


How closely does the content of the 
record mirror your own life? 

It is my life, bro. All the stories I’m telling 
are real stories that happened years ago, or 
some {bleep} I just went through. A major- 
ity of the rappers I admire, they talking 
about they life and situations and how they 
went about things. If you on some real art- 
ist [bleep] and you want that respect, you 
gotta let the people know your story. 


Are there any Chicago rappers who have 
caught your ear recently with their ability 
to tell their own stories? 

Yeah, I [bleep] with Lil Durk and Lil Re- 
ese. I like they [bleep] because they from 
the streets and they just talk about they 
culture. It’s [bleep] people know about and 
{bleep] people can relate to. 


Did Kendrick Lamar’s “good kid, m.A.A.d. 
city” have any influence on how you ap- 
proached “My Krazy Life”? 

“Doggystyle,” “Get Rich or Die Tryin’,” 


“Ready to Die,” “The Chronic 2001” —I 
was listening to those albums. I mean, what 
{Kendrick} did and what I did is what the 
old homies Snoop and Dre and everybody 
did back in the day: We made real albums. I 
think because of that everyone is comparing 
our albums ... [but] the whole structure and 
thought process of [“My Krazy Life”] came 
from those classics. I feel like if you put 

out an album, you’re supposed to be telling 
a story. It’s like a movie. If it ain’t like that, 
then it’s not a classic. It’s just a bunch of 
songs stuck together. 


Every new review seems to mention your 
growth as a rapper. Is that something you 
hear when you listen to the record? Or do 
you feel you’ve always had that skill set 
and it’s just been overlooked? 

Damn, bro. I feel like I was rapping way 
better on my album than on my mixtapes. 
I was taking my time with records and 
verses, and I was really talking about real 
stories people could relate to. I think 
people [bleep] with it because of that. 
With the mixtapes, I’d just start rapping 
and Id record it. I took the album a whole 
other way. 


You mention your absentee father a 
couple times throughout the album. How 
do you think that experience shaped the 
man you are today? 

When I was like [age] 16 through 19 or

something like that, my pops did three 
years in prison, and when he did that time 
was when I really stepped out and was in 
the streets and I started gang-banging and 
raiding houses —all the [bleep] I’m talking 
about on the album. That all started when 
my pops went to jail. 


Have you played “Sorry Momma” for your 
mom yet? 

She heard it when the album came out. She 
told me she can’t listen to the whole song 
because she cried too much. 


You go into careful detail on how to 
burglarize a home on “Meet the Flockers.” 
When you were breaking into houses, did 
you ever have a “Home Alone”-like situa- 
tion where some stranded kid got the best 
of you? 

{Laughs.] Naw, I ain’t never had one of 
them situations. 


What would your advice have been for Joe 
Pesci and Daniel Stern in that film? 

Man, they was kind of, like, dumb, right? 
They didn’t have it all together in the head, 
so they shouldn't have been doing what 
they was trying to do anyways.

Andrew Garfield, the star of “The 
Amazing Spider-Man 2,” took one 
glance around the Bel-Air eatery and 
made a quick assessment: 

“Peter Parker wouldn't be allowed in 
here,” the 30-year-old said with a nod. 

It is nearly impossible to picture 
the brainy, blue-collar kid from Forest 
Hills, Queens, enjoying fine California 
cuisine, and even Garfield, who has 
lived inside Peter Parker’s skin for the 
past few years, seems a little too low- 
key and comfortably unkempt. 

But Peter’s outsider quality and 
transformation deeply appealed to 
Garfield long before he ever starred in a 
blockbuster. The self-described skinny 
kid in England who was bullied by his 
classmates found solace—and hope— 
in the webslinger. 

“I needed a myth,” Garfield said of 
his attraction to Spider-Man. “I needed 
a story to put myself into to understand 
where I was at, to remind me that it’s 
OK to be imperfect. ... You can be im-

perfect and still be a hero. That’s incred- 
ibly empowering for young people.” 

In the new $200-million produc- 
tion—directed like its predecessor by 
Marc Webb—Garfield’s wall-crawling 
hero is beset by numerous threats, chief 
among them Jamie Foxx’s Electro, an 
incandescent blue bad guy who wields 
the ability to control the power grid. 

Even as he tries to contain the dam- 
age Electro inflicts, Peter Parker strug- 
gles to learn more about his own past, 
including his father’s demise. He’s also 
wrestling with his relationship with 
Gwen Stacy (Emma Stone), attempting 
to balance his feelings for her with his 
desire to keep her out of harm’s way. 

It’s the kind of conflicted, complicat- 
ed character that appeals to the actor. 

“This is the Spider-Man movie that 
I want to make,” Garfield said. “This is 
the Spider-Man that I want to portray, 
and this is the Spider-Man that I want 
to have the opportunity to be.” 

Webb said he disliked the idea of the 
sequel being known as a darker film, 


and Garfield said he sought to 
bring a joyous spirit to even the 
most difficult scenes. 

“Me and Marc were both like, 
‘What is Spider-Man to us?’ ” Gar- 
field said. “Spider-Man is the 
trickster, the neurotic, 
talk-too-much giddy 
teenage boy that’s 


really a rebel. I 
wanted somehow 
to try to have fun in 


every scene even if 
the situation was 


awful.” 


Garfield isn’t 
too worried about 
outgrowing the 


character, despite 
playing someone 
so many years his 
junior. 

“I got a lot to 
figure out still,” 
Garfield said. “It’s 


never done.”

Jokes, partisan jabs fly at 
correspondents’ dinner

President Obama poked fun at himself and 
what he called a hard year, but aimed his most 
caustic humor at Washington gridlock on 
Saturday when the political and media elites 
gathered at the annual White House Corre- 
spondents’ Association dinner. 

“In 2008 my slogan was, “Yes we can.’ In 2013, 
it was control-alt-delete,” Obama joked to an 
audience also studded with film and TV stars. 

‘At one point, things got so bad the 47 per- 
cent called Mitt Romney to apologize,” he 
said, referring to the 2012 presidential cam- 
paign scandal in which Romney was secretly 
taped saying that 47 percent of Americans 
have become reliant on government handouts. 

More than 2,000 guests packed the ballroom 
of the Washington Hilton, where the capital's 
political and media worlds collide every year in 
lubricated goodwill punctuated by a long dash 
of glamour on loan from Hollywood. The asso- 
ciation marked its rooth year this year. 

The president highlighted some of the low 
points of his administration’s year, dwelling 


on the disastrous rollout of the website for his 
landmark health insurance reform legislation. 

“Of course we rolled out healthcare.gov. 
That could have gone better,” he deadpanned. 

Later he turned on Republican opponents 
in Congress who are clamoring to repeal the 
legislation despite higher than expected en- 
rollment figures in the government health care 
exchanges: “How well does Obamacare have 
to work before you stop trying to repeal it?” 

In a self-deprecating crack at his own low 
popularity ratings, the president referred to 
his fellow Democrats not wanting to cam- 
paign with him for November congressional 
elections in a wistful joke involving one of his 
daughters: “I did notice the other day that Sa- 
sha needed a speaker for career day and she in- 
vited Bill Clinton.” 

Joel McHale, star of NBC comedy “Com- 
munity,” hosted the event, which featured 
such stars as Oscar winner Lupita Nyong’o, di- 
rectors Steve McQueen and Alfonso Cuaron, 
actresses Diane Lane, Olivia Munn, Julianna 
Margulies and Julia Louis-Dreyfus.
